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MP protests 
over recycling 
centre closure 

DAVID Laws, MP for Yeovil Constituency, 
has criticised the decision by Somerset 
County Council to close the household 
waste recycling centre at Blacknell Lane, 
Crewkerne. 

He said: "I am very concerned. This 
means that the nearest recycling centre 
for Crewkerne residents will be in either 
Chard or Yeovil - a journey of at least 15 
miles as a round trip. 

"I fear that this will deter local residents 
from recycling and we will be forced to 
make increased use of local landfill sites 
instead. This would be a huge step back in 
promoting recycling in our area and will 
actually increase costs for the council in 
the long-run, as they will have to pay 
more in landfill taxes. 

"I am also particularly worried that los¬ 
ing this centre will lead to an increase in 
fly-tipping around Crewkerne. 

"I have raised my concerns with Ken 
Maddock, the leader of Somerset County 
Council, and will be campaigning for this 
decision to be reversed. While there is a 
need to cut costs in these difficult eco¬ 
nomic times, this particular decision is ill- 
thought out and could have damaging 
consequences for the future. 

"Local people have really played their 
part in protecting the environment and 
taking on recycling in recent years. It 
would be hugely detrimental to see all 
that hard work destroyed by such a short¬ 
sighted decision." 

The recycling centre is planned to be 
one of the first recycling centres to be 
closed as part of Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil's drive to cut costs.

Dan said: "I've been rearing geese my whole life so now 
I'm really pleased I'm able to rear my own.

MARKETS in Chard, Crewkerne 
and Ilminster look set for a brighter 
future if a recommendation for a 
£20,000 improvement fund and the 
creation of a hardworking steering 
group is approved. 

South Somerset District Council is 
proposing the two actions as part of 
its work to reinvigorate the three 
markets and to create a vibrant mar¬ 
ket town atmosphere in each of the 
town centres, addressing a decline in 
the number of pitches being taken up 
by traders over the past few years. 
Zoe Harris, Community Regenera¬

actly how they will be addressed.

As such, we are keen to see them im-

“We are recommending that a dedi¬ 
cated improvement group is set up as 
soon as possible, made up of people 
who have a strong desire to bring 
about change and reinvigorate these

markets. It could be people from the 
business community, tourism or 
local regeneration groups and the 
town and district councils, and mar¬ 
ket traders. 

“We also believe an injection of 
funding could go a really long way 
and we are also proposing that 


money is set aside specifically for 
this group to allocate for improve¬ 
ment projects, or to use to lever in 
additional grant funding.” 

If approved by councillors this week, 
the group will be set up and will 
draw up an 18-month improvement 
plan which will then be carried for¬ 
ward in partnership. 

Councillor Mike Best, Deputy Area 
West Chairman for South Somerset 
District Council added: “Markets 
play an important role in all three of 
the towns but they have been strug¬ 
gling. 

“I think a new group and a new ini¬ 
tiative behind the markets will be re¬ 
ally beneficial. There are other 
established markets in this area that 
are flagships for their communities. 
It’s about upping the image, helping 
the traders, getting the correct loca¬ 
tion and equipment. Everyone has 
the desire to improve the markets 
and we want them to continue to be 
something the towns can be proud 
of.”

W HILE the churchyard full of 
people stood silent at 11am on 
Remembrance Sunday in 
Chard, a baby could be heard crying, 
picked up from inside St Mary’s Church 
by the public address system. It was a 
poignant reminder of the solemn occasion. 

The day was cold and damp but the 
heavy rain stayed away long enough for 
the Act of Remembrance to go ahead, led 
by the Reverend Sue Tucker. Army and air 
cadets stood fast at their posts around the 
war memorial while the wreaths were laid 
by the various clubs and societies of the 
town. Branch Chairman John Gudge rep¬ 
resented the Royal British Legion while 
President Arthur Helbert had been pre¬ 
pared for the exhortation, unfortunately 
his hesitation led to being pre-empted by 
the vicar. 

There were a great number of young 
people from the scouts and guides as well 
as the carnival queen and princess among 
those paying their respects. Some of the 
children were wearing the medals of their 


relatives, like five-year-old Joshua 
Boarder who was proud to be sporting 
those of his great grandfather Jim Brown. 
Beaver Lewis Colinson, aged seven, was 
wearing one from his great, great grand¬ 
father. 

As part of the church service that fol¬ 
lowed, warden John White read a poem 
about the Glorious 7th, the Somerset reg¬ 
iment almost wiped out in the trenches of 
the First Wold War of which his grandfa¬ 
ther had been a member. His words 
painted a vivid picture of life in the 
trenches: “No birds abound this wood¬ 
land, no leaves bedeck the trees, Novem¬ 
ber’s grey and misty shroud is all a soldier 
sees. No brass bands a blowing here, no 
flags or bunting high, just tramping boots 
the music as we march to fight and die. 
Soon another dug out further up the line, 
death’s shadow for a tablecloth, on bully 
beef we dine. Someone hums a love song, 
in every eye a tear, each a cherished mem¬ 
ory of loved ones ever near.”

D AMP grey weather marked the Remembrance pa¬ 
rade to the church of St Mary in Ilminster on Sun¬ 
day. 

Army and air cadets, together with the scouts made the 
traditional march from Frog Lane to the church for the 
3pm service attended by servicemen, veterans, dignitaries 
and local clubs and societies, representing three genera¬ 
tions all brought together to remember the dead from con¬ 
flicts past and present. 

In his sermon the Reverend Alastair Wallace told the 
stories of the extraordinary courage of the first three 
women in the British armed forces to receive the military 
cross . He said: “In recent years there has been a growing 
feeling that the armed services have preserved values 
which civilian society is in danger of losing or has already 
lost. The society that shrugs its shoulders and says ‘what¬ 
ever’ doesn’t stand up for good and doesn’t oppose things 
that are bad because nothing is that important. 

“In the long run what will honour the sacrifices that we 
remember today will not just be our generosity in giving 
but our willingness, all of us to take on the hard daily slog 
of creating a society that honour the values those men and 
women lived for and died for.” 

After the service wreaths were laid at the memorial in 
the churchyard and the last post played by Councillor Paul 
Whaites. Men from 6th Batallion the Rifles laid wreaths 
for Private Jonathan Kitulagoda, Sergeant Chris Reed and 
Rifleman Mark Marshall who had all lost their lives in 
Afghanistan over the last few years. 

The parade reformed with the addition of the Stoke Sub 
Hamdon Band who had played in the church, standard 
bearer, veterans, the Brownies and others who wished to 
walk with them. The parade went from the church along 
Silver Street and Ditton Street and into Canal Way where 
the VIPs: MP David Laws; Brigadier Alastair Fyfe DL;

Precious memories of soldiers post

C HURCH warden 
John White holds 
dear some very spe¬ 
cial wartime memorabilia 
from his family. 

He has a large framed 
photograph of his maternal 
grandfather, Private Walter 
Stacey, who served in the 
7th Battalion of the Som¬ 
erset Light Infantry during 
the First Wold War, until 
its near annihilation in the 
battle of Cambrai on No¬ 
vember 30th, 1917. 

By the war’s end, the 
Somersets were to lose 
nearly 5,000 men. In late 
November 1917 they were 
down to 404 men and 
found themselves at a piv¬ 
otal point, supporting a 
massive tank attack, hold¬ 
ing their ground despite 
low flying enemy aircraft. 

There is no known grave 
for Mr White’s grandfather 
who lost his life along with 
the other 332 ranks and 12 
officers who died that day. 
They rest near Lateau 
Wood, as Mr White said: 
“Truly in some corner of a 
foreign field that is for¬ 
ever England.”

loom is a letter, written by 
his great uncle Ernest 
Bawdon who also has no 
grave, having died on the 
Somme. The letter was 
written to his parents and 
to Mr White. It was obvi¬ 
ous his great uncle knew it 
was his last, it reads: 
“Wishing you all good bye 
forever” and the nine 
kisses were scribed so 
deeply into the paper as to 
express the passion and 
desperation of a man 
knowing he was about to 
die. 

In his exploration of the 
family history, Mr White 
also found another letter 
from his great uncle which 
placed him at the infa¬ 
mous Christmas Day truce 
in the trenches. He wrote: 
“We had rather a lively 
time on Christmas Eve, we 
had plenty of rum and cig¬ 
arettes and the Germans 
was playing ‘There’s No 
Place Like Home’. But 
Christmas morning, they 
came out of the trenches to 
us and brought over fags, 
cigars,whiskey and rum 
and shook hands with us. 

“They said if we did not 
fire, they would not. They 
also said when they was 
forced to fire they would 
let off three volleys in the 
air to give us warning. But 
I think they got relieved as 
on the third day, the snip¬ 
ing started again.” 

Mr White commented: 
“His account is a remark¬ 
able piece of history, many 
have recorded it but few 
have seen it like this, 
through the eyes of a sim¬ 
ple private soldier who 
was there, amongst that 
hell on earth. 

“How comforting and 
evocative it must have 
been to hear the musical 
strains of ‘There’s No 
Place Like Home’ drifting 
across No Man’s Land on 
Christmas Eve. To meet 
the enemy on Christmas 
morning, exchange gifts 
and shake hands must 
surely have been an emo¬ 
tional experience that beg¬ 
gared belief as an example 
of the true meaning of the 
Christmas message ‘Peace 
on Earth Goodwill to all 
Men’.” 

Private Bawton was shot 
by a sniper while tending 
two officers in No Man’s 
Land where he rests to this 
day. Mr White concluded: 
“He is not just another sol¬ 
dier lost in that great con¬ 
flict, for the knowledge 
that he gave his life to help 
others must have been 
comforting for his mother, 
as it is for me and his 
name will be etched on my 
heart forever.”

MEAT loving Ian White is foregoing one or two of his roast dinners for the 
next few months as he trains himself up for the 2011 London Marathon in 
April. 

Although a Yeovil man, 42-year-old Ian is a traditional butcher working 
at Barleymow's Farm Shop on the hill overlooking Chard. The staff and cus¬ 
tomers are giving him full support for his fundraising for Help For Heroes 
and local charity SURE, which started in October to coincide with the com¬ 
mencement of his serious training. Events are planned alongside his 
marathon to raise as much as possible for the worthy causes and Ian, who 
is no sportsman, has embraced his task logically and with a great deal of 
research. 


• WHAT do you like about working 
at Barleymow's? 

Having worked in supermarkets, I love 
the whole atmosphere of the place, 
the traditional way we prepare the 
meat, where people can see us work¬ 
ing. I love the interaction with the cus¬ 
tomers and the food in the restaurant, 
using the meat we prepare, is ex¬ 
tremely good. 

• WERE you a butcher straight from 
school? 

Yes I have worked in a butchers since I 
was 13, as an apprentice in different 
shops. It's in the family, both my broth¬ 
ers are butchers and one of my 
grandads was. I did have my own busi¬ 
ness for eight years, with a partner, 
supplying food to retail outlets and 
employed 16 people at one stage but 
despite our hard work ,we couldn't 
make it pay so I came back to butch¬ 
ery. 

• WHAT do you mean by traditional 
butcher? 

It is a very underrated job these days. 
A traditional butcher will know how to 
break down a complete carcass. A lot 
of the supermarkets only provide 
boxes of parts of the animal they have 
to work with. I am proud to know the 
process right from start to finish, in¬ 
cluding advising the customer on how 
to cook it. It surprises me how many 
people in their sixties ask how to cook 
something. We trim a lot more fat off 
than we did 20 years ago because 
people think it's bad and don't realise 
it helps the flavour and moisture and 
you can drain it off afterwards. 

• WHAT is your favourite cut of 
meat? 

I like the brisket, it is a very underrated 
cut and if cooked correctly for the 
right amount of time has more flavour 
than a good sirloin. Most butchers will 
tell you the cheaper cuts have the best 
flavour but people aren't home all day 
to cook them now. They want mince 
and quick dishes. 

• WHY did you decide to run the 
marathon? 

I wanted to set myself a mental and 
physical challenge and had watched it 
on TV and thought I would like to do 
it one day. Self- motivation is one 
thing but having a definite goal to 
achieve is better. When I applied I was 
surprised to get in but I think they 
have expanded the single entries now. 
When that pack comes through the 
door your attitude changes and you 
know you have to do it, whatever the 
weather. 


• HAVE you always kept fit? 

I used to go to the gym before the 
kids were born, I have two boys 14 and 
8, but life gets in the way sometimes. I 
do play golf and butchery is a physical 
job but this is the first time I have done 
running. After this I want to do the 
Help For Heroes climb of Mount Kil- 
manjero. My wife wants to go as well. 

• HAVE you changed your diet? 

Yes I have increased my carbohydrates 
and decreased my protein. The restau¬ 
rant here keep bringing us little nib¬ 
bles, I had to turn down a Pavlova the 
other day but I am not being a monk 
about it. I am much more mindful 
about how food works as an energy 
and starting to understand the sci¬ 
ence of how to fuel a body that is 
working constantly for four to five 
hours. I have done a lot of research 
and so far have managed to avoid 
muscle stiffness. 

• WHY did you choose those two 
charities? 

My eldest son is an air cadet and I'm 
impressed with what Help For Heroes 
is trying to do. We are a nation of busy 
people with our own lives to lead and 
can be a bit blase about what is going 
on within the forces. I have lost family 
members to cancer and my father-in- 
law. A family member of the owners of 
Barleymow's is undergoing treatment 
at the Beacon Centre in Taunton. SURE 
raises money for the equipment they 
use there. 

• WHAT else are you planning to 
raise the money? 

We have a bingo night at Barleymow's 
then we want to do a Christmas squares 
raffle for a top prize which we are still 
working on. Then in January/February 
there will be Ian's marathon quiz and an 
Easter event which may fall after my 
run. The support they are giving me 
here is fantastic. 

• IF you could bump into anyone 
famous on the run who would it be? 

I'd like to meet Sir Alan Sugar, he's lost 
a lot of weight lately and has been 
cycle training. He's had failure and suc¬ 
cess and I like what he does. The other 
would be Gordon Ramsey, I love his 
whole demeanour to be in a position 
where he is so good that he advises 
someone and even though they don't 
like what he says, they know he's right. 

• WHAT is your philosophy? 

If you do the same you get the same. I 
think it was Einstein who said the defi¬ 
nition of madness was to do the same 
thing over and over and expect to get 
a different result.

A day in the life of a young carer 


A COMPARISON of a 
child carer and her best 
friend's typical day, as 
part of a day of BBC cov¬ 
erage on child carers. 

Leigh and Megan are 
two bubbly eight-year- 
old schoolgirls from 
Dundee. 

They are in the same 
class and are best friends 
and, like many other little 
girls, they enjoy running 
about in the playground, 
laughing together and 
playing games. 

But, as the graphic 
below clearly shows, out¬ 
side school their lives are 
very different. 

This is because Leigh is 
a young carer - a child 
who looks after a family 
member who has an ill¬ 
ness. 

Leigh's mum Kirsty 
separated from Leigh's 
father when she was still 
a toddler. 

Around that time, she 


was diagnosed with bi¬ 
polar disorder, also 
known as manic depres¬ 
sion. 

Kirsty has to take sleep¬ 
ing pills that take a while 
to wear off and needs to 
be woken up in the morn¬ 
ing. 

She also has a fear of 
crowded places and says 
she can only go into town 
if Leigh is with her. 

Without Leigh she says 
she would find it difficult 
to get through the day. 

More recently Kirsty 
has developed cellulitis, 
an infection in her leg and 
sometimes has to use a 
crutch. 

Kirsty relies heavily on 
Leigh for both practical 
and emotional support. 

"All throughout the day, 
Leigh gives me kisses 
and cuddles and makes 
me smile and makes me 
feel better by telling me 
she loves me and that I

Leigh, aged eight, cares 
for her mother, Kirsty, 
who suffers from bipolar 
disorder 

Leigh has to get up half 
an hour earlier than 
Megan. She gets her own 
breakfast, wakes her 
mum up, brings her a 
drink to take with her 
medication and gets her¬ 
self ready for school. 

Megan is woken by her 
mum Shona, who gives 
her breakfast, makes sure 
she is dressed and ready 
and drives her to school. 

Leigh walks there on 
her own because her 
mother's medication pre¬ 
vents her from using the 
car in the morning. 

After school, Megan 
spends most of her time 
in the park with a friend, 
watching TV or playing 


on the computer. 

Her mum makes her tea 
and gets her clothes ready 
for the next day along 
with doing all the other 
household chores. 

Meanwhile, Leigh has 
to help her mum with the 
shopping, get it home, put 
it away, help make tea, do 
the washing up, load the 
washing machine and put 
the bins out. 

Leigh has just two 
hours in the day she can 
call her own. From 5pm 
to 7pm she goes to a 
local centre for child car¬ 
ers. 

Her mother is all too 
aware that Leigh needs 
support herself in order 
to be able to support her 
mum. 

"The group gives them 
a chance to be children," 
she says. "It also lets 
them know they are not 
alone."

SWEET SWEENEY CARRIES IT OFF 

Review | Tell Me on a Sunday at Octagon Theatre November 11th-13th by Stuart Broom 


I HAVE always been a fan of Claire Sweeney since she 
played Lindsay Corkhill in Brookside, and although I 
enjoy musicals, apart from one song, Take that look off 
your face', I was not familiar with the music of this Lloyd 
Webber creation written over 30 years ago with lyricist 
Don Black. 

In fact having booked tickets as soon as I saw the show 
advertised many weeks ago, I was unaware it was a one- 
woman show until I flicked through the programme a 
few minutes before the performance and realised there 
were no other members of the cast! 

The story follows the fortunes of an English girl looking 
for love and success in New York. It charts her frustration 
when her optimism at having found love with an ageing 
film director, a younger man who is playing the field and 
a married man who she believes is leaving his wife for 
her, all turn to heartache, and she begins to wonder 


whether she's been looking for love in all the wrong 
places. 

Black's lyrics cleverly reveals the story in 27 songs which 
sees Claire make several quick changes of costumes on a 
single set over the 90 minute show, whilst adjusting her 
voice and emotional moods to suit within seconds. She 
is supported by four excellent musicians who combine 
with her wonderful voice in a role that tests it to the limits 
in an incredibly demanding role. 

Directed by Tamara Harvey, I was impressed by Tim 
Mitchell's lighting of the set which added to the big city 
effect. 

I am by no means an expert in these matters, but I know 
what I like. In addition to admiring the delectable and vi¬ 
vacious Ms Sweeney which was worth the money alone, 
I was more than entertained by the music and pure am¬ 
biance of a very professional show.

WHAT could be a better way to end a 
meal than with an excellent cup of 
coffee. My relationship with the bev¬ 
erage began at University in Man¬ 
chester some ten years ago. Previous 
to my three year metropolitan so¬ 
journ, coffee was powdery mixture in 
glass jars that produced the dark, bit¬ 
ter liquid that Dad would swig from 
chipped mugs whilst working in the 
garage.

(after all, if one enjoys instant 
then one should drink it), the ex¬ 
panse in the last decade of second, 
and now third wave, coffee houses 
has broadened the horizon of taste 
for many of us in ways that would 
simply not have been possible in the 
years previous. 

Personally, I create my home coffee 
using a Gagia Classic Espresso ma¬ 


chine and a Dualit burr grinder - not 
top of the range by any means, but 
certainly not cheap. Despite the op¬ 
tions this set-up gives me in terms of 
Italian Espresso based drinks, my 
favourite part of the coffee creation 
process happens not in the kitchen 
but in the shed. I am a home 
coffee roaster. This is becom¬ 
ing an increasingly popular 
activity, and is exceptionally 
affordable. Green coffee (as 
the raw material is called) is 
easily available on the web, at 
a fraction of the price of qual¬ 
ity pre-prepared beens, and 
can be roasted perfectly well 
in a popcorn maker. Mine, 
which has been in use for 
over two years, cost just 
£5. Expensive roasters, which 
work like mini tumble driers, 
are available, but 
potentially offer no better re¬ 
sults. You will of course need 
a grinder, but if you are going 
to create filter or cafetiere cof¬ 
fee then a cheap offering will 


do perfectly well. 

A little web research will be re¬ 
quired to get the technique, but 
home roasting makes economic 
sense, boasts a massive range of 
beans (buy them like wine from 
hasbean.com) and a real talking 


point at your next 
dinner party. Home coffee can be an 
expensive business, but equally it can 
be cheap and a rewarding foodie ac¬ 
tivity. So why not join the artisans 
and give home roasting a try!

Pressure mounts on Skivvo 


W HAT a wonderful story it could have been. Dynamic, 
lion hearted, loyal player retires and takes on man¬ 
ager's role and catapult's his club to success - a real 
Roy of the Rovers tale! 

Unfortunately it doesn't appear that will be happening at 
Huish! 

When Russell Slade was sacked in February last year, Terry 
Skiverton was promoted to player-manager. It was hoped that 
his on the field never-say-die attitude would lift the team at the 
time. Already in a precarious position, Skiverton could not im¬ 
prove the situation and the club just avoided relegation back 
to Division Two. 

His supporters will say that his hands were tied as he had to 
work with the squad he inherited, and although he did bring 
in some new players, to a point that is true. 

Last season despite bringing in several loan players, including 
England U21 internationals Steven Caulker and Alex McCarthy 
and later on Gavin Williams, they once again struggled and just 
avoided relegation. 

This season they sit second from bottom having just been 
beaten at home by fellow strugglers Dagenham & Redbridge 
who leapfrogged them, despite playing a midfield of on-loan 
Welsh internationals. 

Having missed four gilt-edged chances in the first 13 minutes, 
Yeovil conceded to the Daggers first effort on goal from a cou¬ 
ple of minutes later. For the rest of the half Yeovil struggled, but 
did equalise on in first-half added time through a well taken 
Andy Williams goal. 

It took the Glovers a few minutes after the break to get the 
impetus back but then they peppered the visitor's goal and cre¬ 
ated a hatful of chances to have won the game. Unfortunately 
apart from a Paul Huntingdon header cleared off the line it was 
a chapter of bad finishing or bad luck, and as with the first-half 
the Daggers struck on the break with Nathan Jones and John 
Sullivan badly at fault as Medy Elito found acres of space on the 
right with Jones nowhere to be seen before driving a shot 
across Sullivan that appeared to go right through the keepers 
defences. 

Ultimately they scored again as Yeovil went looking for an 
equaliser. 

I have written in support of chairman John Fry in his quest to 
ensure the club stays out of debt, and whilst that is commend¬ 
able it would appear it is backfiring on him both on and off the 
field. 

Skiverton and his assistant Jones were the cheap option, both 
were still playing when promoted to the management job. 
However their total lack of experience is now shining through. 

Some will argue; and we hear it said by pundits of many foot¬ 
ball teams, usually in respect of player's conduct on the field;

that there is nothing the manager can do once the player's 
cross that white line, and that to a point is true. 

However if you consider the quality of some of the players 
that Skivo has managed, why are they not doing it on the field? 
They didn't become internationals because they didn't have 
skill or vision, so maybe it is down to the manager's tactics and 
style of play. 

In the previous home match against Swindon, Skiverton 
started with just one striker, which suggests a defensive atti¬ 
tude. Is that the right tactics against fellow struggler's partic¬ 
ularly at home? 

On Saturday he left arguably their most influential player, 
Gavin Williams, on the bench for over an hour. He is said to be 
struggling with an ankle injury and maybe would not have 
lasted the whole match, but don't you start with your strongest 
team and them if successful sub him later when the game is 
won? 

The manager persists in playing his assistant at left back 
when Nathan Smith, who has been outstanding in several 
matches this season, sits on the bench until five minutes from 
the end when they are 3-1 down and Jones has already gifted 
the opposition a goal. 

Saturday's gate was the lowest I can remember since the club 
were promoted to the Football League. I know the official at¬ 
tendance suggests over 3,500 watched, but all the season 
ticket holders are counted regardless of whether they attend, 
and it looked really sparse looking around the ground. 

The club cannot ignore falling attendances which are in¬ 
evitably linked to the club's success on the field. 

How much longer can the directors allow the club's fortunes 
to drop? With difficult games against Charlton, Bournemouth 
and Peterborough coming up the future looks bleak, and by 
Christmas it will be too late to recover. 

Skiverton has built a backroom staff around him that include 
a number of his friends and acquaintances and perhaps that 
is the problem. 


Unfortunately, I think it is time for Mr Fry to act. Whilst Skivo 
has been a great servant to the club and I am sure has done 
his best, it is time for a change, and not just the manager. 


New striker joins 

YEOVIL Town have bolstered their attacking options by 
signing 19-year-old striker Adam Phillip on loan from 
Premiership side Chelsea. 

Adam, who has represented England at under-1 7 level, 
arrives at Huish Park on a month's loan from Stamford 
Bridge.
